shrinkage.

Rinse In two warm waters softened 
with a little ammonia. ..Never wash 
or rinse in really hot or really cold 
water, ns they both cause the flannel 
to shrink suddenly.

used throughout. Wsr the same rca. 
son flannels should not be hung out 
side to freeze during frosty weather, 
as this will tend to ruin them. Hang 
on a clothes-rack in a warm room, II 
possible, but do not place near great 
heat.

To Launder Linen Collars. 


The following method 
will make 


collars look as well and wear as well 
as if done''by a steam laundry. Add 
one-fourth of a teaspoonful of borai 
to' two tablespoonfnls of cold starch 
and stir into a scant quart of warm 
water. 
Dip the collars in this mix 


ture, 
saturating 
thoroughly, 
then 


wring dry and roll them in. a clean 
white cloth for ten minutas. Stretct 
them on the ironing board, rub them 
very hard with a clean, damp cloth, 
so that no starch can adhere to tne'm 
and iron .them with, fairly hot irons 
If you want to polish them dampen 
the right side with a clean, 
white 


cloth and'warm water and iron ovei 
it with the blunt end of the polishing 
Iron. 


Coffee for Caramel Frosting. 


When making a caramel frosting 


coffee Is sometimes used instead ol 
water. 
It Imparts a unique flavor 


Brown two tablespoonfuls^of, granulat 
ed sugar, and when a reddish brown, 
but not burned, add three tablespoon' 
tula of boiling hot coffee. The coffee 
should be very hot, or the. caramel 
will turn to candy. Never pour any 
cold or lukewarm liquid over browning 
sugar in a pan. \Vhen the boiling ho( 
coffee has dissolved the caramel, pour 
the mixture Into powdered sugar and 
stir it constantly to a smooth paste 
such as -would be easily spread over a 
cake without "running."
